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Assemblyman Gordon Duffy Comments 
On Future Of Public Health Program 


SACRAMENTO “From 
kidney transplants to cosmetic 
surgery, from open-heart surgery 
to orthopedic shoes, rising 
medical care costs have 


prompted some legislators to . 


advocate a massive restructuring 

of California’s health care 

industry,” states Assemblyman 
‘ Gordon Duffy. 

While Governor Ronald 
Reagan has proposed a state-run 
“catastrophic health insurance” 
program to protect Californians 
from the high costs of extended 
illness or serious injury, other 
political leaders would go much 
further. 

For example, Duffy points 
out, one state senator has 
proposed a universal pre-paid 
medical plan under which 
everyone’s health care costs 
would be paid for through a 
graduated state payroll 
deduction system - a 
multi-billion dollar proposition 
(SB-770, Moscone). 

‘Before California follows 
the example set by various 
foreign countries which provide 

socialized medical care, the 


extent of the problem must be 
shown to warrant such radical 
action,” Duffy says. “Though 
admittedly high, medical care 
prices are far from the worst 
offenders in our inflation-prone 
economy. 

“According to a report in 
“American Medical News” early 
this year, doctors’ fees are 
increasing at a rate almost half 
that of the cost of living (based 
on the period between August, 
1971 and August, 1972). The 
same report asserts that 
President Nixon’s price controls 
have curbed medical care prices 
more effectively than service 
prices in general. 

“Evidence such as this speaks 
for the need to think twice 
before scrapping our health care 
delivery system. This is not to 
say major modifications of the 
system are not warranted,” 
according to Duffy. 

Medicare and Medi-Cal are 
two examples of major programs 
which were instituted to 
supplement fee-for-service health 
care system. A _ catastrophic

ORGANICS IN SOIL 
ARE NOT NEEDED 
FOR PLANT GROWTH 


WASHINGTON, D.c. — 
Another scientist has disputed 
the claim that organic materials 
in the soil will result in better 
food. 

Ruth Leverton, science 
advisor to the Agricultural 
Research Service, United States 
Department of Agriculture, says 
the type of fertilizer used in 
food production has nothing to 
do with the nutritive value of 
the plant or the fruit it 
produces. 

She reports that the nutrient 
content of a plant depends on its 
genetic nature. In other words a 
carrot’s genes, rather than the 
nutrients in the soil where it 
grows, cause it to develop a 
relatively high amount of 
vitamin A. 

Actually, Miss Leverton 
reports, nutrient material 
absorbed by plants is always in 
the inorganic form. When 
organic fertilizer of material is 
used it must be broken down to 
inorganic components before the 
elements can be absorbed. 

““Most of the nutrients 
present,’ she said, ‘‘are 
synthesized in the plant - not 
absorbed from the soil in the 
pre-formed state.”

CATTLEMEN'S ASSOCIATION DIRECTORS 
ENDORSE TAX LIMITATION MEASURE 


SACRAMENTO — The 
California Cattlemen’s 
Associaticn board of directors 
has endorsed the tax limitation 
referendum which will be on the 
November 6, 1973 ballot. 

“Unrestricted and ever 
increasing government growth 
must be controlled,” stated Rob 
Flournoy, California Cattlemen’s 
president. 

“The cost of state and local 
government has been growing at 
a faster rate than personal 
income, population or any other 
measure of need or ability to 
pay,” Flournoy said. “It appears 
that only the citizen taxpayers 
can take the action necessary to 


curtail this accelerated 
government growth.” 
Figures studied by the 


Cattlemen’s board revealed that 
in the last eight years the state’s 
population increased by 11%, 
personal income by 69%, but 
state and local government 
expenditures increased by 138%. 
California’s expenditures 
increased by 166%. 

“Under this tax limitation 
proposal,.the growth of state 
expenditures in the future would 
be tied to a fixed measure of 
economic growth and personal 
income,” Flournoy said. “It 
forces state officials to evaluate

MERCED — Record prices 
for farm products and a 
scramble for irrigated acreage 
provide strong testimony of the 
need for a supplemental supply 
of water for the east side of the 
San Joaquin valley, a leading 
water spokesman declared 
recently in Merced. 

James F. Sorensen of Visalia, 

consulting engineer, formerly 
president of the National Water 
Resources association, and 
‘currently secretary of Friant 
Water Users. and Central Valley 
East Side Project associations, 
says falling water tables, lowered 
pump levels and land subsidence 
already are commonplace along 
the valley’s east side. 

“['m not talking about more 
water sO we can have more 
irrigated land. I’m talking about 
more water to keep land in 
production which is already 
developed and is badly needed,” 
Sorensen emphasized.

*‘Main argument of the 
anti-reclamation forces is that 
we already have too much land 
under cultivation in the U.S. and 
won’t need more land for 
agriculture until the year, 
2000,” Sorensen declared. 

“Already, this argument is 
out of date. U.S. department of 
agriculture figures show that in 
1972, 62 million acres were set 
aside under government 
programs. This year, 42 million 
acres of that are back in 
production because of food 
shortages, Next year, it is likely 
all of it will be in production.” 

Sorensen emphasized that 
these figures dramatize how 
rapidly things can change in the 
food production picture. He 
pointed: out that nearly every 
commodity grown in the central 
valley, including cotton, grapes, 
tree fruits and nuts and feed 
grains, are in keen demand and 
short supply. 

“‘Not only are. these 
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commodities fueling the 
economy of the entire state, but 
they are helping to reduce our 
nation’s balance of trade 
deficit,” Sorensen explained. 

“Here on the east side, we 
have a demonstrable need for 
more water right now, let alone 
to serve our future needs in what 
is now the fastest growing area 
in California. 

“Iam appalled and dismayed 
at the continued apparent lack 
of concern by the state 
administration in our problems. 
Every recent major decision of 
the state water resources control 
board has the effect of closing 
out supplies of water, which 
originally were committed for 
delivery into counties of the 
central valley.” 

Sorensen said portions of the 
northern San Joaquin valley 
have an urgent need for more 
water, as do the central and 
southern parts. He cited the 
Stockton and Lodi districts of 
San Joaquin county and the 
LeGrand and Athlone sections 
of Merced county as typical of 
areas facing critical shortages. 

Sorensen criticized a recent 
statement by State Resources 
Agency Chief Norman B. 
Livermore that construction of 
Folsom-South canal should not 
be carried into San Joaquin 
county. 

“Again, this is a case where 
Livermore is giving aesthetic and 
recreational considerations top 
priority, while virtually writing 
off the needs of agriculture and 
the well-being of the entire 
central valley south of 
Sacramento,” Sorensen stated.

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Status Of Tule Elk Is Studied 
Through Owens Valley Survey 


SACRAMENTO ~— The status 
of the Tule elk, an animal that 
almost didn’t survive the settling 
of the West, is being checked by 
the California Department of 
Fish and Game. 

Operating from Bishop, 
wildlife experts in low-flying 
DFG aircraft are searching the 
rugged mountain slopes and 
canyons on both sides of the 
Owens River valley as well as the 
floor of the valley to locate and 
count animals in the largest 
concentration of Tule elk in the 
state. 

In last year’s census observers 
counted a total of 280 elk, down 
slightly from 1971 when the 
count totalled 291 animals. 

Annual counts were begun in 
1966, and totals have ranged 
from a low of 228 in 1970 to a 
high of 335 in 1968. The 
animals are dispersed over a wide 
area of rugged and varying 
terrain, and the variation in 
census totals reflect differences 
in observation conditions as well 
as fluctations in the total elk 
population. 

The Tule elk, a native of 
California, once roamed the 
grasslands and foothills of the 
great Central valley in large 
numbers. 

As the state was settled by 
the Forty-Niners and _ their 
followers, Tule elk herds steadily 
decreased as large numbers of 
elk were killed by market 
hunters and as they were 
crowded. out of their habitat by 
farmers and ranchers. 

By 1870 people were 
becoming concerned over the 
survival of the species, and in 
1873 a state law was passed 
making it a felony to kill a Tule 
elk. 

Over the following years their 
numbers increased, and the 
largest concentration in the state 
is found today in the Owens 
valley and nearby mountains. 
This population is the result of 
the transfer of 56 elk in 1933 
and 1934 from Yosemite valley

Other populations in the state 
are found today at the Tule Elk 
preserve near Buttonwillow - 
about 40 animals - and in a free 
roaming herd of some 100 to 
140 animals in the Cache creek 
area of Colusa county. 

This year’s census held over a 
three-day period, ended 
yesterday, Aug. 22. It covered 
the areas from north of Bishop 
to the vicinity of Lone Pine. 

The Tule elk is fully 
protected, and under legislation 
enacted in 1971 a moratorium 
was placed on hunting Tule elk 
until. their numbers reach 2,000 
in the state.
